Miss Caroline Judson, Home De- 
signing Specialist, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, offers the following 
suggestions on choice and care of rugs. 
Room rugs should be room size, she 
says. Skimpy rugs look dost and out 
of place. A margin of floor space no 
longer than one foot wide should show 
around the edges of the rug. 


Spots, crumbs and general 
show less on a pattered or textured 
rug than on a plain one.

Dark colors show footprints, dust 
and lint. Light colors soil faster, but 
as they soil or fade they gray down 
evenly. 

Always select a rug slightly more 


intense in color than you desire, to 
allow for fading and_soiling. 


Small rugs on wood or linoleum 
floors should be treated with non-skid 
preparation of have rubber jar rings 
sewn in the corners so that they will 
not slip. 


If you have little to spend and desire 


an attactive floor covering, invest in | 


fibre rugs. Rugs woven of fibre, paper, 
grass and sometimes interlaced with 
cotton, rayon or wool, make attractive, 
long-wearing coverings. Some are 
plastic coated for extra wear. 


Any rug will wear almost twice as 
long if it has a rug pad underneath. 
Such pads are usually made of hair 
which has been treated to repel moths. 
Rug pads do not add greatly to the 
inital cost and the extra wear they 
insure makes them worth the add- 
itional cost. 

A small patterned or plain rug that 
is badly worn in one section may often 
be cut down and used in a smaller 
room. To do this, cut the rug to its 
new size with a pair of heavy scissors. 
New bindings will have to be applied 
to the cut edges. 

Stair carpeting will last nearly twice 
as long if you buy the strip in length 
to cover the stairway plus one extra 
stair tread. This additional length 
to riser as the carpet wears, Stair- 
ways require sturdier carpets than any 
other part of the house. 

Old rugs may be dyed to look like 
new. A strong solution of dress or 
coat dye scrubbed into rug will renew 
its appearance. Make enough dye 
solution to do the entire rug, since 
it Will be difficult to match the color 
another time,

MAKING USE OF WEATHER 
RECORD 
by 

P. H. Walker — Irrigation Agronomist 
Agriculturists are finding new uses 
for weatner records, Accumulated 
temperatures and precipitation data 
for Lethbridge, covering a period of 
61 years, are on file at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station. Figures for sun- 
shine, wind, and evaporation, for short 
er periods supplement this fund of 
knowledge. In addition, there are 
temperature and precipitation records 
for varying periods and from widely 
scattered points in Southern Alberta. 


Information of universal 
such as extremes of temperature, long 
periods of sustained cold or heat, leng- 
th of crop seasons, dates of occurr- 
ence of frosts, and facts about two of 
Southern Alberta’s most abundant 
commodities — the sun and the wind 
—are all to be found in the record 
books, 

While such information continues to 
provide interestng material for general 
conversation, its true value is rev ealed 
when studied and applied by research 
workers to all phases of agriculture 
production. 

In the field of canning crops, temp- 
erature data are put to use in plan- 
ning seeding schedules which must be 
so arranged that the harvesting of the 
crop is spread evenly over as long a 
period as possible. 

Cerealists and other plant breeders 
must know what conditions of temp- 
erature and wind exist in an area 50 
that, in breeding and selecting new 
varieties, they may produce a strain 
that will fit existing climatic condi- 
tions. 

Evaporation data are of particular 
interest to irrigation district officials 
In thig climate, temperatures and 
winds combine to evaporate as much 
as two and one half feet of surface 
water from a reservoir or lake in one 
year. Forearmed with such information 
it is possible to anticipate such wa- 
ter losses and to make allowances for 
them in estimating water needs of the 
district. 

The practicability of certain types 
of farm structures and of sprinkler ir- 
rigation systems to some extent can 
be determined by studying records of 
velocity, intensity, and prevailing dir- 
ection of the wind. 

Even such limited weather inform- 
ation as temperatures and precipita- 
tion records can be used in estimating 
irrigation requirements of crops in out- 
lying districts. 

Cloud seeding in order to stimulate 
precipitation has been a controversial 
subject during recent years, and re- 
search institutions in the Western 
United States have used longtime rain- 
fall records in assessing the value of 
such operations. 

Data concerning the duration and the 
energy-producing quality of the sun- 
shine are to be used in studying the 
possibilities of growing garden and 
field crops formerly considered not 
adaptable to the climate of Southern 
Alberta. 

Only a few of the ways in which 
weather records are already being us- 
ed have been given here, but there is 
good reason to believe that many new 
and important applications will be 
found for them in the future.

YOUR GOVERNMENT 


Bingo playing and liquor drinking 
were scene stealers as the Alberta 
legislature knuckled down to business 
last week. 


The bipgo question was resolved for 
the present at least when Attorney- 
General Lucien Mayard announced the 
lifting of the ban on charitable bingos. 


What position this puts the legisla- 
ture in, is not clear, Actually, Canada’s 
Criminal Code classes bingo as an of- 
fence, except when sponsored occas- 
jonally by charities for prizes under 
$30 in value. The Attorney-General 
found difficulty in detining the word 
“occasionally” in relation to bingo and 
said, “If you don't know what the law 
is, it ia hard to enforce it’, Others cal- 
led the Code's reference to bingo “out- 
dated”, 

Before the crackdown last December, 
bingo winners walked away with cars, 
refrigerators and washing machines in 
games sponsored by service and char- 
itable organizations. 

The legislative members could see 
no harm in bingo for charity. By a 
vote of 51 to four, they passed a re- 
solution asking the federal government 
to amend the Code to allow bingo, 
when the major part of proceeds are 
for charity, The resolution was spon- 
sored by Micheal Ponich (SC, Vegre- 
ville) and seconded by Mrs. Rose 
Wilkinson (SC, Calgary). 

Immediately the attorney-general an- 
nounced his department would defer 
prosecution of bingo playing until the 
federal government takes action. He 
did not say what would happen if there 
is no change made by Ottawa.

a $14,084,433 gross profit. A little com- 
putaion shows about $14 spent on hard 
liquor for every rural resident, young 
and old, while beer consumption cost 
about $19 on the same basis. 

Early in the week, Liberal Leader J. 

Harper Prowse lashed out at the gov- 
erpment’s policy on financial aid to 
municipalities and rural electrification 
and criticized its reduction of the 
bounty on predatory animals, now at- 
fected by the rabies outbreak.

MISS LILA 
FROZEN PIES: 


If you have a home freezer you 
May be wondering about storage of 
baked products, 

A supply of re-cooked foods stored 
in the freezer can be a real time- 
saver to the housewife, Pies for ex- 
ample—can be stored either baked or 
unbaked, If the pies are to be baked 
before freezing, use a little extra 
thickening with the berry or fruit 
pies. After baking, cool, They may be 
stored in metal, glass or paper pie 
dishes, wrapped carefully in moisture: 
vapour proof wrappings. For protection 
during storage, cover pie with inver- 
ted paper plate or place in box, Stor- 
age time - up to four months, 

These precooked pies are placed, 
after remving wrappings, directly in- 
to a preheated oven at 370 degrees 
F. for about thirty minutes, They 
are not allowed to thaw at room 
temperature because the texture and 
appearance may be similar to 
day-old pies. 

Unbaked pies are prepared in the 
usual manner but no slits are made 
in the top crust. To prevent apples 
or peaches from darkening, a little le- 
mon juice can be used in the filling 
Wrap and store as for the baked 
pies Storage time - up to two months. 
To cook the pies remove the wrap- 
ping material. Make slits in the top 
crust and place frozen pie directly in 
425 degrees F for 
15 to 20 minutes and then reduced

to 375 degrees F. until pie is done.
